SURRENDER OF MANILA 


^Special to the Herald) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 12, 1S9S,— 


Manila has surrendered, but the of- 
ficials here are slill without information 
as to whether it has surrendered to Ad- 
miral Dewey or to the insurgent forces. 


The news comes from Ambassador 


Hay iu London, wuo cabled the slate 
department toniget that the advices Jiad 
bepn received there from Hong Kong 
saying that Manila hrd i'allen. 


As Ambassador Hiy gives no details 


of the surrender, it is supposed that the 
dispatches 'received in Lotidou 
from 


Hong Kong barely announced the fall 
of the city, and did not say whetlier 
the surrender was to Admiral Dewey or 
to the insurgents. 


GUN CARRIAGES ARRIVE. 


What la Being Done to Render On* 


Port Impregnable 


Two gnu carriages arrived yesterday 


at Jerry's Point from Fort Warren, hav- 
ing botjn brought by a small schooner 
from the latter point. These carriages 
are old style, having been used us 
mounts for the 15 inch smooth bore 
rifles. 
They will be used as mounts for 


two new modern 10 inch guns which 
have been shipped from New York and 
which age fxpcctod any day at the forti- 
fications. A better 
location for the 


placing of modern armament, with the 
exception of (ferrish's island, could not 
be had. It has long been wondered why 
this battery at the i'oiut had not beeu 
utilized Li-fore. Built at the time of the 
Civil War, the emplacement has with- 
stood all kinds of weather. The posi- 
tion of the Point commands a full 
sweep of the harbor, as well as the ocean 
for miles. It is better adapted than is 
Fort Constitution, which has been re- 
cently armed with two disappearing 
modem guns. 


At the latter fortification work is 


nearly completed, and within a month, 
it is expected, the contractor will be 
able to turn over the port to the gov. 
ernment. 
Tho concrete emplacement 


is nearly finished. The length of it is 
some 300 feet, the depth being*somo 35 
fuet. 
Iu front of this solid wall, which 


alone could withstand any projectile 
which might be fired at it, is to be 
built an earth embankment 50 feet 
through, level with the top of the wall, 
making in all a thickness of 100 fi'et to 
guard the guns. 
Nothing but bhelling 


the fort could do damage. Firing pio 
jeutiles straight into the etubinkment 
would only strengthen the fortification. 


Although nothing has aa yet hoen 


done at Gernsh island, the proper and 
only formidable place for heavy arma- 
ment, it is expected that according to 
fcuneys made about a year ago, a mo- 
tar buttery and two or four modern 
guns will be mounted. When this in 
done no foreign vessel iu time of war 
can got within gunshot of Old Straw- 
berry Bank.

program. The army is finally to land 
on Cuban soil, and the progress to be 
made with the Porto Kico expedition 
will be such as to insWe its speedy 
starting.
